cline until at a certain m om ent of tim e 
tt w eig hed only an ounce, then half an 
ounce, then a quarter, and finally, ju st 
for about the fifty-thousandth part of 
a second, it w eig hed absolutely nothing 
w hatev er—not ev en so much as a soap 
bubble which a baby might blow aw ay. 
To realize this you m ust rem em ber 
th at th e earth does uot trav el round 
the sun in an exact circle, so that the 
distance from the sun is alw ays v ary­ 
ing , which of course alters the pow er 
o f attraction or. in other words, the 
earth ’s w eig h t. 
B ut in October and 
April of each year the earth is at an 
exact av erag e distance during the frac­ 
tion of a second, at w hich tim e, as I 
hav e said before, it w eig hs nothing . 
H ow short a s p a c e o f tim e this is m ay 
be judg ed from the fact that the earth 
m ov es at the rate o f eig hteen and a 
h alf m iles ev ery second. 
But to w eig h the earth in the m anner 
sug g ested would be a v ery costly m at­ 
ter. and so It is found to be more sat­ 
isfactory to em ploy m athem atics, w hen 
w e « finii arriv e nt the sam e results, as­ 
sum ing of course that w e are correct 
in our deductions. 
And now as to the 
m ost usual m eans em ployed in w eig h­ 
ing the sen. H av ing satisfied ourselv es 
as to the true w eig ht of the earth, w e 
call that "One” or “ U nity.” 
T hat is 
the basis on which w e work. 
T he next thin r t > e > is to m ount to 
som e elev ation—the t y of a 
t o w 
e r or 
the roof of a house w ill answ er our 
purpose v ery 
dr an a s. ue and 
find out how far it w ill fall in one sec­ 
ond of tim e and w hat its exact rate of 
speed w ill be at the end o f the first 
second. 
T his is not so easy as it sounds, but 
w e can spare ourselv es the fatig ue of 
calculating , for after 300 years scien­ 
tists hav e by m eans of the m ost deli­ 
cate instrum ents arriv ed at the prov ed 
conclusi ci that at the end oi the first 
second ti. « ‘ t u o w .ll bo at a distance 
of 10. 1 leet from the starting point and 
w ill be then trav eling at the rate of 
32.2 feet per second. T his 82.2 is the 
m ost im portant factor in our calcula­ 
tions and has been 
called the astro­ 
nom ical scales, for by m eans of It w e 
can w eig h the sidereal univ erse. 
Now, 
here, said Professor Larkin, 
taking a paper from his desk, is an ar­ 
ticle w hich I w rote som e tim e ag o on 
the w eig hing of the sun, and I do not 
think you cau do better than m ake an 
extract from St, which w ill sav e m e 
much needless repetition, and he hand­ 
ed me the m anuscript, from w hich I 
quote the follow iug parag raphs: 
"Ev ery object in the celestial v ault 
seen by the eye of man is a falling 
body. The earth is a body forev er fall­ 
ing tow ard the sun and the moon for­ 
ev er tow ard the earth. If w e can find 
w ith w hat speed the earth is fulling to­ 
w ard the sun at the end of our exact 
second a clew is obtaiued that w ill lead 
throu ,h a iu z * of figures to the m ass 
o f the sun. 'i-ii* m ust be true, for It 
has been discov ered that If the earth 
contained quadruple its present quan­ 
tity oi 
the stone w ould fall at 
thè rate of *4.4 feet per second. And 
N ew ton 
that if the stone be 
taken 8. 958 m iles aw ay from the earth 
and dropped its : peed at the end of the 
first second w ill be S.< 5 feet. B ut 3,9 58 
m iles from tin- earth is tw ice as far 
from the center us is the surface, and 
8.05 feet is or.e fourth of 32.2.
